On going tothe Admiralty 
with.the news I had obtained, I leatnt for thd 
firet timo from the Firat. Lord, Sir Jomes 
Grahame himself, that 9 reward had boon offer~ 
ed for obtaining frst information of the fate of 
the missing Uxpedition, and a féw days ofter a 
letter from tha Seeratary of the Admiralty to 
the Secretary of the Eluduoti’s Bay Company
